The plan of emtombment has not 
been selected, but it is probable that 
the body will be placed for a while in 
a Washington cemetery. There it wil 
await the erection of a memorial to 
serve as his last resting place and to 
perpetuate fittingly in *t<npe, the mem­ 
ories of those great days of crises 
when tho whole world hung on

Today the frayed remnants, of his 
mortality lies in the chamber whose 
walls looked down yesterday on the 
last scene of a career that had known 
all the heights and depths of human 
emotions. In death he appeared as 
if in peaceful slumber, his features 
serene and composed and his square 
jaw set with old determination.
